THE 
PURCHASE OK SIX.VEK. 


The Sherman act of Jaly, 1890, di- 


rects the secretary of the treasury to 
purchase, from time to time, silver 
bullion to the aggregate amount of 4,- 
500,000 ounces, or so much thereof as 
may be offered in each month, at the 
market price thereof not exceeding one 
dollar for 371>< grains of pare silver, 
and to issue in payment for such pur- 
chases of silver bullion treasury notes 
of the United States. 


In the inonth of July just ended, for 


the first time since the passage of the 
act, failed to purchase the amount au- 
thorized by the act, the total purchase 
for the month being 2,384,000 ounces, 
or 2,116,000 less than the law provides 
In July the market price of silver bull- 
ion was less than ever before in the 
history of the world, and the full 
amount authorized to be purchased -was 
offered at this low price, yet the treas- 
ury department saw fit not to purchase 
it. 
The excuse for non-compliance 


with the law is that the price at which 
the bullion was offered to the govern- 
ment was a fraction of a cent higher 
than the London price. The law does 
not require the treasury department to 
be governed in if& purchases by the 
market 'price in London and it does 
seem that the prica established in New 
York for a product that is almost 
wholly American, ought to govern its 
purchase by thu government. 


The only benefit derived by the coun- 


try from the purchase of 
4,500,000 


ounces of silver monthly, is to furnish 
a market for that much bullion, and 
increase the amount of money in circu- 
lation by issuing treasury notes there- 
for, now, at a time when silver bullion 
is lower tbaii it was ever known to be 
and money scarcer than ever before, 
the government for the first time sinee 
the passage of tho act, fails to relieve 
the silver market or the financial 
stringency, by purchasing the full 
amount of bullion required by law. 
Whether justly or otherwise this action 
of the treasury is construed to mean 
that thi> depaitment will not do any- 
thing at the present time to relieve the 
stringency, bat m fui,t plaeas the nar- 
rowest possible construction on an act 
of congress to prevent such relief. 


The general impression is that con- 


gress is to bq convened in extra ses- 
sion for the express purpose of repeal- 
ing the Sherman act 
Every goldbug 


paper m the United States insists that 
the first act of the national legislature 
must be the repeal of that law. Now, 
it is asked, if the treasury department 
can nullify that acl at pleasure by not 
complying with its requirements, why 
convene congress in extra session to re- 
peal it? If, as is alleged by iho gold 
men, the purchase of 4,500,000 ounces of 
silver bullicju monthly is the cause of 
the money stringency and bullion de- 
pression, the action of the treasurj de- 
partment in July should have afforded 
relief. The reports from all parts of 
the country, however, show that it had 
the contrary effect, as more banks sus- 
pended, more business houses assigned, 
more factories olosad and more people 
were thrown out oi employment than 
in any previous month in the history 
of the country.

sertion that Congressman Crisp can- 
not be elected speaker-of the house 
next week without a contest and possi- 
bly not at all, if he does not conform 
to what are believed to be the views of 
the administration on the silver ques- 
tion. 
Equally well-informed corre- 


spondents say that Mr. Crisp, while not 
inviting antagonism, has paid no at- 
tention to what gold men say. When 
elected speaker he will undoubtedly 
organize the committees in conformity 
with the national1 Democratic platform. 
He 
will, 
therefore, 
not 
pack 
the 
committee 
on 
coinage 
in 
the interest of the unconditional repeal 
of the silver law. The correspondents 
say that a careful canvass of the 
members of the house show that a bill 
repealing the Sherman act uncondition- 
ally cannot pass that body even upon 
administrative pressure, and the elec- 
tion of a speaker opposed to the re- 
mont-tization of silver is an impossibil- 
ity. 


CHICAGO, August 2.—The Silver con- 


vention to-day had to get new quarters 
to accommodate the large attendance 
and it met in Masonic hall. 


A. C. THUBMAN, PRESIDENT, 


Called the convention to order. A res- 
olution by Daugherty of Texas to ap- 
point a committee of one from each 
state to devise a plan for impressing 
upon eongreas and the people of the 
United States the impending peril, 
threatening ruin to the national inter- 
ests of which we have only had a fore- 
taste, was referred to the committee on 
resolutions, after discussion. 


EX-SENATOR HILL OF COLORADO 


Addressed the convention on the silver 
question. His arguments were chiefly 
based on statistics tending to show 
that the adoption of the gold standard 
in any country was invariably followed 
by decades of poverty and depression. 
He said the divergence between the 
value of- gold and silver was now 
greater than when the United States 
commission made its famous report, 
and no boundary can be set to the dl 
vergence that may be reached here- 
after, especially if the foremost silver 
producing country in the world shall 
lend itself to the attempt being made 
to establish a universal gold standard. 
The scarcity of gold had nothing to do 
with the present 
depression. 
The 


amount of money now locked up and 
hidden away was more than double the 
amount of gold now in the country. 
The supposition that by repealing the 
Sherman act thus and bringing on a 
great fall in the price of the metal, we 
could change Europe into a bimetallic 
treaty was a ^delusion. 
If we are 


driven by tho conspiracy to revert to 
a single standard we should by all 
means use silver. If we restore silver 
to its old place as a money metal by 
unlimited coinage, and if, under force 
of circumstances over which we have 
no control, our gold should be drained 
away, we will still maintain the first 
position among the nations of the 
world and compel England, Germany 
and France to at once adopt bimetal- 
lism. 


In conclusion he declared that if 


western Europe perseveres in meas- 
ures which raise the value of gold so it 
shall flow from the United States and 
we become a silver country, we will be 
:arried to a pitch of prosperity trans- 
cending all the past, and western Eu- 
rope will be plunged in an abyss of 
ruin. 


At the conclusion of Hill's address 


Hon. J. B. Doolittle of Wisconsin pre- 
sented a resolution declaring it the 
duty of congress to coin both gold and 
silver in such ratio of weight that the 
bullion in a silver dollar shall equal in 
valut the bullion in a gold dollar. Re- 
ferred to the committee on resolutions. 


CONGRESSMAN F. G. NBWLAND.S 


Of Nevada followed in an address re- 
viewing congressional legislation on 
bhe silver question. England, he said, 
WES the greatest gold owning power in 
ths world. We owe her $600,000,000 in 
gold, which she can call for any day. 
If the draft for a hundred millions re- 
cently made worked such disaster in 
this country, what would it do if she 
called for the whole lot? England had 
the gold of the world and knew how to 
legislate for her ini erests. 
We have 


the silver of the world and do not 
know our own interests. As the tax 
on tea led to our political independ- 
ence, the present blow at" silver might 
lead to our financial independence. 


UNITED STATES SENATOR ALLEN 


Of Nebraska produced much enthusi- 
asm by a brief but stirring speech in 
which he pledged the People's party to 
the cause of silver. The Populists in 
the senate would not be found wanting 
in support of free coinage at the ratio 
of 1 to 16. 


He was followed by Hon. C. S. 


Thomas of Colorado. In a brief speech 
he declared that gold and silver were 
the money of history and civilization. 
The avarice of man had declared an ar- 
tificial and infamous divorce between 
the metals. 
Silver men were called 


lunatics and cranks, bnt they were 
proposing merely to return to a system 
hallowed by the history of 4,000 years.

THE COMMITTEE ON BESOLUTIONS 


This afternoon submitted a long report. 
The preamble recites that bimetallism 
is as ancient as human history, and for 
certain more than 3,000 years. Gold 
and silver came down through the ages 
hand in hand, their relations' having 
varied but a few points in all that time 
and then almost invariably through 
legislation;that both the metals named 
together were indissolubly ranted in 
the constitution of the United States 
as the money basis of this country; 
that in 1873, without previous demand 
of any political party or any part of the 
people, and without public discussion, 
silver was stricken from the place it 
occupied since the day« of Abraham 
and Pharo under circumstances of 
such secrecy, A. G. Thnrntan, W. M. 
Stewart, D. W. Voorhees, J. G. Blaine 
(then speaker of the bouse), J. A. Gar- 
field and other members of congress 


voting for the bill and subsequently 
publicly declaring they did not know 
until long afterwards that ao great a 
change bad been made in our financial 
system; that the debates in congress 
showed that the measure was partly 
ascribed to one Ernest Seyd, a London 
banker, who, it is claimed, was sent to 
Washington by the moneyed classes of 
the old world to secure its passage by 
secret and corrupt means; that Presi- 
dent Grant, who signed the bill, de- 
clared long subsequently that he did 
not know 


IT DEMONETIZED SU.VEB; 


That the object of this attack on silver 
was to double the purchasing power of 
gold, thus reducing the price of all 
commodities, arresting enterprise, im- 
poverishing the toiler and degrading 
mankind; that the awful consequences 
of this act are n»w upon the whole 
world and the west is in the midst of 
unparalleled distress and in the shadows 
of impending calamities beyond esti- 
mate is ruling the industry of the peo- 
ple who inhabit one-third of the area of 
this Republic has been stricken down, 
property values destroyed, workmen 
compelled to fly as from a pestilence 
honest toilers numbering hundreds of 
thousands thrown out of employment 
to eat the bread of poverty or starve. 
The products of industries from the 
workshop are depreciated in price until 
production ceases to be profitable, the 
money of the country is inadequate for 
the business, and has gravitated to the 
banks, while the people, distrusting the 
bankii, demand their deposits to hide or 
horde; mercantile houses are going to 
the wall by thousands every day because 
the masses have not the means to buy 
even the necessities of life; the move- 
ment of great crops being gathered de< 
mand a vast amount of currency, which 
the banks are unable to furnish. 
CLAMORING FOR THE REPEAL OF THE 


SHERMAN ACT. 


In the midst of these conditions the 


daily press is clamoring for the repeal 
of the Sherman act, although its repeal 
means the stoppage of the issue of 
more than three million dollars hi 
money every month, ignoring the fact 
that to hold the balance level between 
the debtor and creditor factions the 
supply of Currency must increase with 
the increased population and business; 
the growth of population of 33 per cent 
every ten years, and the increase of 
business is far more greater. 


The preamble then quotes at length 


from the utterances of James G. Elaine, 
Daniel Webster and Secretary Carlisle 
in favor of bimetallic currency, and 
Hon John Sherman on the dangers of 
a monetary contraction. 


DENOUNCING UNCONDITIONAL REPEAL. 
The time has come when the politics 


of the nation should revert as far as 
possible to the simple and pure con- 
dition out of which the republic arose. 
We suggest for the consideration of our 
fellow citizens that a refusal of the 
opponents of bimetallism to propose 
any substitute for the present law or 
elaborate any plan for the future, indi- 
cates either ignorance of our financial 
needs or unwillingness to take the 
public into their confidence, and we 
denounce the attempt to uncondition- 
ally repeal the Sherman law as an 
attempt to secure gold monometal- 
lism in a flagrant violation of the last 
national 
platform 
of all 
political 


parties.

Conversation Between it Bondholder and 


a Bankrupt. 


Bondholder—Well, Mr. Bankrupt, 


your property, lacked some fifty per 
cent, of paying the amount of the mor- 
tgage and interest. I shall be obliged 
to advertise you to the world as a man 
that does not pay his honest de~bts. 


Bankrupt—I concede tire fact, Mr. 


Bondholder, that I am completely in 
your power as far as my financial rep- 
utation is concerned, but I am very 
thankful for the liberality of our gov- 
ernment which does not allow a man to 
be imprisoned for debt. 


B. H.—Yon should consider yourself 


extremely fortunate that I did not 
take satisfaction out of your hide for 
the remaining fifty per cent, which you 
still owe me. I would advise you to 
go to Africa and prospect for a gold 
mine or a diamond field. You could 
beat your way to some seaport and 
then get stowed away in the hold of 
some vessel that was bound for Africa 
Some lucky find, might enable you to 
pay the balance of the note and inter- 
est. I will keep accurate account of 
the interest and keep you posted so 
you can remit the amount at your 
earliest opportunity. 


B.—I would like to know, Mr. Bond- 


holder how much interest I have paid 
you during the past thirty years ? 


B. H.—Let me see, thirty years ago I 


took your note for one thousand dol- 
lars, the rate of interest was very high, 
I charged you three per cent, per 
month payable yearly in advance. I 
counted out a thousand dollars, figured 
the year's interest which left $640, for 
you, a $1,000 note and $360 for me. The 
first ten years you paid me $3,600 inter- 
est, then I reduced the rate of interest 
to two per cent per month, the follow- 
ing ten years you paid me $2,400 inter- 
est, again I kindly reduced the rate of 
interest to one and one-half per cent 
per month, and the last ten years you 
only paid me ' $1,800 interest or a total 
for the thirty years of $7,800. 


B —Or in other words for the use of 


$(510 for thirty years I have actually 
paid you $7,800 in interest, and you 
caught me in a tight place when money 
was exceedingly light, forced me to the 
wall, confiscated my property which 
two years ago was worth ten times the 
amount of tha debt, and now you brand 
me as a man that does not pay his 
honest debts,and advise me to beat my 
way to Africa to try my luck looking 
for gold nuggets and diamonds so you 
can continue to fleece me. 


B. H.—Hold on Mr. Bankrupt, you 


should bs very careful how you talk 
about being fleeced. Our government 
realizing the sacredness of a contract 
has always assisted in enforcing the 
demands of the bondholder and will 
not allow any debtor to trifle with his 
obligations. The government owes a 
debt of gratitude to the bondholders 
for saving the union, which it can TTSver 
repay. 


B—I have heard you talk before about 


the patriotic moneyed men that came 
to the rescue of the government in its 
hour of peril, but I will tell you some 
plain truths about their patriotism 
that will cast a shadow on that claim. 
At the outbreak of the war these 
patriotic moneyed men withdrew all 
the gold available from circulation. 
They felt sure they were going to reap 
a most bountiful harvest, the govern- 
ment, they thought must have their 
gold at any cost. But the government 
was equal to the emergency and issued 
$60,000,000 of greenbacks, which were 
made full legal tender for all debts. 
There were no exceptions placed on 
this money, it commanded respect 
among bankers and merchants, whole- 
sale importers and money sharks, all 
recognized that the government had 
discovered a way to prosecute the war 
without the aid of the gold kings. But 
the holders of the gold were not to be 
trifled with. They entered into a con- 
spiracy to force the government to use 
their gold, and at an enormous profit 
to themselves. How well they suc- 
ceeded is recorded in the fact that the 
next issue of greenbacks had the ex- 
ception clause inserted. They were not 
satisfied with making a market for 
their gold at the ratio of about three 
dollars for one, but they must have 
another act passed to not only make 
the interest payable in gold,1 but it 
must be paid in advance. Now their 
harvest commenced. 
The wholesale 


importers were obliged to buy gold of 
these patriotic money lenders. TJiey 
gave about three dollars in greenbacks 
for one of gold. The wholesale im- 
porter paid the gold to the government 
for the custom duties. Then the pat- 
riotic money kings, boiling over with 
patriotism, invested their greenbacks 
in government bonds," collected the 
gold interest in advance, and were 
again ready for the wholesale importer. 
This process was repeated as rapidly as 
the circumstances would permit. These 
patriotic gold kings were laying the 
foundation for a collosal fortune that 
was to repay them for their devotion 
to the old flag. But it was .such an 
immense affair they had some doubts 
about their powers of absorbing wealth 
being equal to the occasion, so they 
invited a few of the money sharks of 
Europe to coma to the rescue and help 
save the onion. 


How well they succeeded is now 


shown in the rapid manner in which 
they are taking possession of the prop- 
erty in this county in settlement of the 
interest on securities they already J 
hold. These European shylooks very J 
ably assisted our own money sharks in 
the passage of the act demonetizing 
silver; also the refunding act and the 
strengthening the public credit act, and 
now they propose to assist to the extent 
of their ability, aided by a little coin, in 
passing another act which they say will 
again strengthen our credit abroad and 
enable us to borrow what gold we need

B. H.—Stop right where you are; no 


bankrupt will be allowed to cast re- 
proach on the bondholders in my pres- 
ence, I tell you us moneyed men were 
the salvation of this onion, and it is an 
act of base ingratitude for such men as 
yon, who were financially assisted in 
their hour of need, to impugn the 
motives of these benevolent bond- 
holders. Congress should enact a law 
at its present session to suppress all 
such incendiary language as was lately 
indulged in by such men as Congress- 
man Bryan, the Reverend Myron Eeed 
and Governor Waite. Such language 
has already seriously impaired our 
credit abroad, and I have grave doubts 
about our government being able to 
float $300,000,000 of 4 per 
bonds in Europe unless we allow the 
Rothschilds to name a financial dic- 
tator whose word will be the supreme 
law of the land. The bondholders are 
in no mood to be trifled with and if it 
becomes necessary we will starve you 
and your associates to submission.

As I have an 
engagement with my private secretary 
who is having trouble iu collecting the 
interest on some of my railroad securi- 
ties, I will have to bring this discussion

DEATH OF JAMES H. WAttD, 


Tile Testimony and the Verdict of the 


Coroner's Jury, 


Coroner Brown held an inquest upon 


the body of James H. Ward, whose 
tragic death occurred at the county 
hospital Tuesday morning. Following 
is substantially the testimony elicited 
from the several witnesses examined 
at the inquest: 


Dr. Phillips was the first witness ex- 


amined, and said: "I started to visit a 
patient across the river when I met Mr., 
Ayer coming from the .hospital, who 
told me that Ward was injured at the 
hospital and did not know but that he 
was dead, and requested me to go there 
and ascertain his condition. I did so 
and found Ward at the west end of the 
back porch dead, I made an examina- 
tion and found at the end of the railing 
a very sharp corner, also an iron strap 
at the bottom that projected. From 
the position of the body and the marks 
on the hat I concluded that the injury 
might have occurred by falling on the 
iron, as stated to me by Mr. Perkins. 
Afterward at the hospital I saw the 
coroner take a bottle of whisky from the 
side pocket of the deceased. Myself 
and W. A. Phillips made a post mortem 
examination and found on the left side 
of the head an injury made by coming 
in contact with some hard substance; 
also a fracture at the base of the skull 
on the left side, which probably pro- 
duced death by hemorrhage." 


Charles Perkins, an inmate of the 


aospital, testified that the affair took 
place a little before 10 o'clock Tuesday 
morning. That he was called from the 
iitchen and on going out saw Mr. Ayer 
and Mr. Wood facing each other on the 
veranda, and as he advanced toward 
hem both were using high language. 
He saw Mr. Ayer give Ward a push in 
the face, when he (Perkins) instantly 
stepped between the two men and 
separated them to a distance of fully 
three feet, and in this position en- 
treated both not to cause any more 
trouble. 
Ward was leaning on the 


guard rail of the veranda viciously 
answering back to Mr. Ayer, who was 
celling Ward to leave the place. The 
men stood in this position for about a 
minute or two when Ward released his 
right hand from the guard rail as if to 
use it, when his right leg gave away 
under him and he fell, grazing the right 
side of his face against the post and' 


the room of another patient and put it 
in his pocket, and identified the knife 
in court as being the one Ward took. 


Just as the inquest was about to close 


R. S. Stone asked to be heard and was 
sworn. Said he was an inmate of the 
hospital and witnessed the tragedy. 
Was standing on the porch. Ward was 
on the porch and Mr. Ayer on the out- 
side. Ward said to Mr. Ayer, " I have 
come to get my things." Ayer said, 
" If you don't get out of here I will 
murder you," and the next thing the 
witness knew he saw Mr. Ayer step up 
to Ward and strike him in the face; 
thinks there was three blows. At the 
third blow Ward fell back on the porch 
on the back of his head and died to a 
few moments. 


In reply to a question the coroner in- 


formed the jury that he did not believe 
the evidence sufficient to warrant the 
holding of Mr. Ayer on a criminal 
charge and advised his exoneration. 
The jury thereupon retired and soon 
after returned the following verdict: 


KBNO, Nev., August 2,1893. 


We, the undersigned jurors sum- 


moned to appear before H. P. Brown, 
coroner, at the coroner's office in the 
town of Reno, on the 2d day of August, 
1893, to inquire into the cause of the 
death of James H. Ward, having been 
duly sworn according to law, and hav- 
ing made such inquisition, and after 
inspecting the body and hearing the 
testimony adduced, upon our oaths 
each and all do say that we flnd that 
the name of the deceased was James H. 
Ward, a native of New York, aged about 
65 years, and that he came to his death 
on the 1st day of August, 1893, in this 
county by the rupture of a blood vessel 
produced by falling on the back of his 
head; and further find that we believe 
Mr. Ayer to be the person by whose 
acts the death of said James H. Ward 
occurred. All of which we duly certify 
by this inquisition in writing by us 
signed this 2d of August, 1893.

Those who havo nominated in stakes must 
name to the Secretary in writing which they 
will start the day before tho race at 8 p. M. 


Horses entered in nurses can only be drawn 
by consent of the judges. 


In making entries for purse races, the 
name, age and box of the horse, and the 
weight and colors of the rider must be given. 
After a horse has run once at the meeting, 
the name of the horse, with the weight to he 
carried at the race is sufficient. 


In purses and stakes, three horses of differ- 
ent interests to cuter and start or the race 
may be declared off by the executive com- 
mittee. 


In all free for all running races, except 
handicaps, and where other stipulated con- 
ditions do not conflict with this rule, all 
horses that have not won before September 
1st, will be allowed ten pounds, and all horses 
that have won prior to September let shall 
carry five pounds over scale weight. 


Ten per cent, c-ntrnnce to all races unless 
the conditions otherwise stipulate, and mu«t 
bo paid prior to weighing tbe jockey out. 


Where there is more than one entry by one 
person, or in one Interest, the particular 
horse they are to start must be named by 0 
p. K. of the day preceding the race. 


No added money paid for a walk-over. 
Entries to all Trotting and Pacing races 
close September 1st with the Secretary. 


All Trotting and Pacing purses divided at 
the rate of 60, 30 and 10 per cent. 


All Trotting and Pacing races ar* the best 
three in five, unless otherwise specified; five 
or more to enter and three or more to start, 
but the Board reserves the right to hold a 
less number than five to nil, by the with- 
drawal of a proportionate amount of tha 
purse, whicushall be divided pro rata. 


In all two in three races horses not winning 
one heat in two must go to the stable; and In 
all three in five races horseu not winning one 
heat in three must go to tbe stable. 


The Board reserves the right to trot heats 
of any two classes alternately if necessary to 
finish any day's racing, orto trot a special 
race between heats. 


When less than the required number of 
starters appear they may contest for the 
entrance money, to be divided an follows 
66% to the first and SK4 to the second. 


In dividing purses no horse shall receive 
more than one money. 


At the discretion of the Board, and without 
notice, the entries of any person may be re- 
fused. 


Every person subscribing to a sweepstake, 
or entering a horse in a running race, under 
;he»e conditions, accept* the decision of the 
Soard of Director* on any question relating 
•o a race or racing. 


National Trotting Association rulm to 
govern trotting race*. Pacific Coast Blood 
iorse Association rule* to govern all running 
race* where they do not conflict with these 
condition*.
